Park  M.  E.  Church. 

The  services  at, this  church  were  of  an 
unusually  interesting  character  last  Sab¬ 
bath.  In  view  of  the  prospective  absence 
of  its  pastor,  Rev.  Albert  Mann,  Jr.,  for  a 
period  of  three  months  to  be  spent  in  vis¬ 
iting  some  important  points  of  interest  in 
the  Old  World,  and  this  being  his  last 
Sunday  prior  to  departure,  his  numerous 
friends  prepared  a  floral  surprise  which 
for  uniqueness  has  never  been  excelled  in 
the  history-  of  the  church.  The  principal 
piece  was  a  representation  of  a  ship,  the 
hull  or  body  being  of  white  pinks  with 
httiiIht  for  rigging,  with  the  name  of  the 
steamship  on  ’which  he  sails —  “  America.’ 
— worked  in  the  side  in  immortelles.  On  < 
either  side  was  a  pillar,  one  bearing  the 
expression  “  Bon  Voyage,”  the  other 
“  Hurry  Back,”  besides  a  number  of  bou. 
quet8,as  an  expression  of  love  and  esteem. 
It  made  a  powerful  impression  on  Mr. 
Mann,  which  time  will  not  efface. 

The  evening  discourse  was  one  of  the 
most  impressive  in  its  character  and  influ¬ 
ence  ever  delivered  in  the  church,  and  was 
listened  to  by  a  crowded  audience.  The 
subject  was  “Acquaintance  with  God,” 
text:  “Acquaint  now  thyself  with  God  and 
be  at  peace.”  Peace  and  contentment  be 
ing  two  great  objective  points  in  the  soul 
longings  of  mankind,  the  speaker  dwelt 
particularly  on  the  fact  that  they  are 
solely  obtainable  through  the  acquaint¬ 
ance  of  the  soul  with  its  Maker.  The  ig¬ 
norance  or  unwillingness  of  man  to  make 
the  acquaintance  leading  to  unrest,  dis¬ 
quietude,  dissatisfaction  and  eternal  soul 
wreck.  While  on  the  other  hand  was 
plainly  delineated  the  blessedness  arising 
from  the  soul  accepting  God  as  its  friend 
and  protector  and  teacher,  leading  it  on¬ 
ward  and  upward  until  gathered  to  its 
Maker  in  the  great  eternal  future  it  should 
forever  be  at  peaceful  rest. 

After  the  benediction  was  pronounced 
a  song  offering  followed,  entitled  “  God 
be  with  you  till  we  meet  again.”  Voic¬ 
ing  the  feeling  of  the  people  in  its  prayer 
for  the  protection,  guidance,  blessing, 
and  peace  of  the  pastor,  it  was  listened 
to  with  the  most  intense,  sympathetic 
feeling,  hardly  an  eye  failing  to  respond 
with  tears.  A  wave  of  inexpressible 


entire  assembly,  and  the  stillness  that 
was  manifested  between  the  stanzas 
showed  beyond  all  cavil  that  singers  and 
listeners  were  one  in  sympathy. 

The  service  will  linger  in  the  memory 
of  those  present  doubtless  as  long  as  life 
lasts. 

A  party  of  parishioners  and  friends, 
numbering  fully  one  huntlred,  gathered 
on  the  steamship  “  America”  on  Wednes¬ 
day  and  gave  Mr.  Mann  a  hearty  send-off 
and  Godspeed  on  his  journey. 

Village  Improvement  Association. 

The  Village  Improvement  Association 
held  an  adjourned  meeting  at  Dodd’s 
Hall  on  Wednesday  evening.  The  at¬ 
tendance  was  not  as  large  as  was  desired 
but  the  members  present  were  unani¬ 
mously  in  favor  of  continuing  the  organi¬ 
zation  and  attention  was  called  to  several 
matters  which  were  worthy  of  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Association. 

The  resignation  of  Dr.  Joseph  A.  Davis 
as  President,  was  presented  and  several 
of  the  gentlemen  expressed  their  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  services  of  Dr.  Davis  to  the 
Association  and  toUhe  township  at  large, 
and  their  regret  that  his  continued  ill 
health  precluded  him  from  active  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  work  of  village  improve¬ 
ment

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Bloom  field  Improvement  Association. 

Gentlemen: 

I  very  much  regret  that  I  cannot  at¬ 
tend  the  meeting  of  your  Society  this 
evening.  If  I  were  able  nothing  would 
give  me  greater  pleasure  than  to  be  with 
you,  to  talk  over  what  has  been  accom¬ 
plished,  and  to  devise  further  plans  of 
action  for  the  future.  For  the  last  two 
years  little  has  been  done  by  the  Society, 
partly  because  from  physical  inability 
your  President  has  been  unable  to  be  qn 
active  member,  and  to  night  he  asks  you 
to  elect  8om6  one  to  take  his  place,  that 
the  Society  may  start  out  anew  to  accom¬ 
plish  what  still  remains  to  be  done. 

In  the  short  time  we  have  been  in  ex¬ 
istence  much  progress  has  been  made  in 
our  town,  and  the  many  improvements 
going  on  all  around  us  are  due  in  great 
measure  to  the  reforms  started,  and  the 
impetus  gained  from  our  endeavors. 

We  are  growing  now  as  never  before 
in  many  years.  New  houses  are  build¬ 
ing  in  all  parts  of  the  town,  the  roads 
are  gradually  being  improved  and  miles 
of  good  sidewalks  laid  every  year.  Our 
beautiful  Park  challenges  the  admiration 
af  our  own  citizens  and  of  strangers  vis¬ 
iting  us. 

A  great  advance  has  been  made.  The 
more  helpful  feeling  which  exists  among 
ourselves,  and  the  number  of  strangers 
seeking  homes  here,  show  that  we  have 
started  upon  a  new  era  of  prosperity. 
There  are  still  matters  that  require  help 
and  oversight  from  your  Society  and  I 
hope  they  will  receive  your  immediate 
attention.  My  interest  in  the  good  of 
our  town  is  unabated  and  I  shall  note 
every  improvement  and  rejoice  in  every 
advance  made  in  the  right  direction  as 
long  as  I  live.  Thanking  you  for  the 
hearty  co-operation  you  have  always  given, 
and  for  the  kindness  and  courtesy  invari¬
